The floors may either be treated with wax 
finish, that is with one coat of shellac and two 
coats of wax rubbed down with heavy brushes, 
or it may be finished with two coats of best 
floor varnish rubbed down to a dull even finish. 
Hard oil finish is only used for kitchen floors 
and piazzas. If you prefer to have the floors 
stained rather than left in the natural color, 
they should be stained before finishing, with a 
color like the 
lighter. 

If you prefer totint your walls with Alabastine 


woodwork only several shades 


instead of papering this can be done in the colors 
mentioned below for paper but we should not 
advise a stencilled border as your furniture and 
draperies are figured and it is confusing to 
have too many different kinds of figures. 

As the living room has such a variety of 
coloring in the furniture, we think you can find 
nothing better than a plain green for the walls, 
this should be in either plain or two-toned paper 
striped or figured but we should not have any 
other color in the paper.

forwhich they have had no preliminiary training, is another step in the right direction. There have 
heretofore been many and strenuous attempts to regulate the hours and conditions of labor of wom- 
en in factories, but this one is still more vital, as on the one hand it discourages women from working 
in paper, cotton, cordage and twine mills, confectionery and paper box plants, etc. (thus eliminat- 
ing in great measure the kinds of factory employment most deleterious for them) and on the other 
encourages them in taking up other specife ‘d occupations, such as the manufacture of gloves, 
straw hats and jewelry, work in printing and publishing houses, and other employments suited 
to their strength and temperament. Results of its investigations in other respects made public 
by the Society, show, for example, that in millinery and dressmaking, the two branches which 
require the highest grade of ability, the demand for workers is always much in excess of the 
sup ply, and thus indicate trades that it is greatly worth their while to seek. 

This research work in connection with employment from the point of view of the worker 
can not be too highly recommended, as the data can of course be made the basis for intelligent 
direction as regards an important phase of manual training. There is no question that the pub- 
lic school system of the country, notably in Greater New York, is a positive detriment to the com- 
munity—such e xperts in pe dagogics as Dean Russell pronouncing against it in most unequivocal 
terms—and that in the not far distant future the public school will be reformed in the direction 
of a common-sense appreciation of the fact that of the 19,000,000 school children in the country 
only a small percentage have the opportunity to pursue an academic course fot the reason 
that the bulk of them are taken from school and set at wage-earning at the earliest age 
allowed by law. ‘The pressing question 1s, therefore, what type of education is of most value to 
develop in pupils a skilled resourcefulness that shall eventually make them self-sufficing, 
and it is for this very thing that those who are agitating for more training of the hand, and 
less cramming of the head with a heterogeneous mass of more or less scholastic knowledge, are 
contending. It is generally acknowledged that the salvation of the negro depends;upon his 
being hand-trained (not, of course, to the total exclusion of academic training), but the odd fact 
is that comparatively few persons as yet appreciate that the salvation of the white’ race, es- 
pecially that portion of it which inhabits cities, de pends largely upon exactly the same thing. 
Except for the color of their skin there is no difference between the educ ational needs of the child 
Both are destined inevitably to wage-earning

at an early age, a fact that it is the height of unwisdom to ignore. 
disregard of common sense in the preparation of the public school curriculums is that there is 
a lack of skilled workmanship, which compels employers to import expert labor in many lines of 
industries, the while that public school graduates are engaged in ill- paid and unde sirable occu- 
pations because they lack the skill and the ambition to fill higher positions. 

Hand training for the public school child, irrespective of color or race, should be the battle 
cry of the future, and generous should be the support by the public of every intelligently con- 
ducted undertaking for stimulating the younger generations to become efficient in hand crafts.

Mrs. Martin knows how to show the bare and 
igly side of this strangely literal faith, and at 
the same time to indicate the sweetness and 
spirituality of the best among the New Men- 
nonites. Luckily most mea cre better than their 
religion. Those who are not become in their 
blind self-righteousness wickedly uncharitable, 
and sometimes brutally cruel. Mrs. Martin 
loves best to show the genuine human hearts 
that beat beneath the plain garb ot the New 
Mennonites, and she has a special gift in pic- 
turing the innate sweetness and purity of the 
young girls of the sect, who conscientiously for- 
swear the vanity of pretty clothes and worldly 
amusements when they ‘‘turn plain,’* as they 
frequently do in the very flower of their young 
womanhood. [hese stories are rich in the 
charm that made Mrs. Martin's first book a 
revelation to those who had no clear notion of 
the Pennsylvania Dutch. It is to be observed 
that the author is still at her best when she deals 
exclusively with her native country folk.

Ebecca Rowena Randall was unquestion- 
R ably a winsome and singularly interest- 
ing little girl--a rare compound of ju- 
venile wisdom, quaintness, and absolute sim- 
plicity We realized all this from the earlier 
book entitled Rebecca of Sunnybrook Farm. 
Some of us, too, may have agreed with the au- 
thor when, in the full flush of Rebecca's wide- 
spread popularity she wrote these words to a 
friend, ‘*No, I shall decidedly not write a se- 
quel to Rebecca, because I feel that it might 
disappoint my readers. Rebecca is theirs now; 
no longer mine.”’ 

In our opinion, while the New Chronicles are 
far from being a complete disappointment, and 
in fact make delightful reading, they, neverthe- 
less, but faintly reflect the freshness and piquant 
charm of the original story. Inthe present vol- 
ume Rebecca emerges from childhood before 
the close and becomes a promising student at 
the Wareham Female Seminary. Prior to this, 
however, we have one or two eminently divert- 
ing glimpses of the earlier Rebecca and her old- 
time friends, such as Miss Dearborn, Aunt 
Miranda, Emma Jane Perkins, Candace Mil- 
liken, Abijah Flagg and Mr. Aladdin. The 
most amusing chronicle of all, perhaps, is to be 


found in the chapter entitled Rebecca’s Thought 
Book. 

The unique title page of this literary store- 
house bears at the bottom this pithy note: ‘It

Rofessor Barrett Wendell of Harvard gives 

us in The France of To-day, a book 

that deserves to stand beside W. C. 
Brownell’s admirable French Traits, and which 
is certainly the most important recent contribu- 
tion by an American to the study of French 
society. It will be recalled that Professor Wen- 
dell recently delivered a set of lectures in Eng- 
lish at the Sorbonne and other French universi- 
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ties. His place as a university lecturer gave 
him a special opportunity to study certain phases 
of French social life, and his book seems to 
prove that he entered upon the study with a 
singularly open mind, and a benevolent desire 
to see the French through their own eyes, and 
to put aside his own personal and national preju- 
dices. The result is a book that should tend 
to liberalize the judgment of every American 
who reads it. 

Professor Wendell determinedly sets himself, 
not to criticise the French, not to excuse them, 
but to interpret them. French duelling is per- 
haps as difficult as any peculiar manifestation ot 
French social life for the every-day American to 
understand. Now it may be assumed that Pro- 
fessor Wendell has no sympathy with the duello 
in France or elsewhere, nor is the reader likely 
to learn any such sympathy from reading what 
Professor Wendell has to say upon the subject, 
but it is difficult for any one to rise from the 
perusal of this particular part of the book with- 
out a much clearer understanding as to the per- 
sistence of the duelling in Franee. Again, most 
clean-minded Americans are puzzled by the in- 
sistenceof French fiction upon particular aspects 
of sexuality, and millions of us complacently 
believe our own domestic life to be far purer 
and sweeter than that of France. He that at- 
tentively reads Professor Wendell will not 
abandon his preference for our own fiction and 
our own social life, but he will be dull, indeed, 
it he does not judge French fiction and French 
social life more liberally. 

Thus Professor Wendell faces problem after 
problem of French life, and in every instance 
succeeds in placing before his reader the French 
point of view in a most liberalizing and human- 
izing fashion. The discussion is lightened and 
illustrated with incident and anecdote, and the 
author has spared his readers any large importa- 
tion of French phrases into the text. It is a 
part of Professor Wendell’s incapacity to sym- 
pathize with his fellow men in the mass that 
leads him to dismiss the millions of Frenchmen 
below the middle class with a few almost con- 
temptuous words as to their stupidity. He has 
shown his capacity for understanding another 
nation’s point of view; what a pity that he can 
not understand the life and character of human 
beings a little removed from the comfortable 
classes of his own and other lands.

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Ith the winter come the hints of new 
W fashions. The subject of men’s 
dress is so fully and ably handled 
in another department of Vogue that no word 
of mine can even suggest a novelty. The fash- 
ions in general—the mode of living, of main- 
taining an establishement, be it on a grand scale, 
as a married man, as a bachelor of extensive 
means, or again be it a domain exceedingly 
modest—show little variation from last season. 
We are changing, but the transition is slow. 
We are less crude, but with the accumulation 
of vast wealth, we are apt to be lavish and some- 
times to offend against the standards of good 
taste. In five years, the number of town houses 
and country estates which bear a family re- 
semblance to those abroad have largely in- 
creased in number. The lower middle classes 
and the people are demanding as their right 
that which would be considered the hight of 
luxury by our grandparents. The humblest 
tenements and the smallest hotels are obliged 
to have their apartments en suite, with tiled 
bathrooms, electric lights, liveried servants, 
and a hundred little refinements. Everybody 
breakfasts late in town, eats rather elaborate 
luncheons, has five o'clock tea and dines by 
candle light. The of Bowery 
boys appear at their formal functions in correct 
evening attire, and most gorgeous motors can 
be had for the hiring. 

But the fashions of the age show a tendency 
toward harmony and the blending of effects. 
Some of the new hotels are a bit gorgeous and 
there is a waste of gilt and marble. There is 
a revival of the early Victorian and wide car- 
pets with huge staring flowered patterns are 
taking the place of the more subdued Oriental 
rugs. Women and men study their eras and 
furnish their houses accordingly. There are 
fewer anachronisins. The lessons of the old 
world are carefully conned and brought into 
practical use in the newer civilization. 

It was difficult some years ago to find a parlor 
maid who understood the arrangement of 
flowers. To-day, it is one of the requisites of 
the place. Footmen are of a hight and are 
perfectly matched. The livery adopted by a 
family is unchanged and a pleasing variation 
thereof is given to the chauffeur or motor car 
driver and motor car footman. In the art of 
eating, the old messy so-called French cooking 
has been succeeded by a better school—a blend 
of all nations. One takes in a bit of the Italian 
and retains the best which Paris can offer and 
imports certain dainties from Moscow and from 
Scandinavian lands. The service a la Russe 
is orthodox. One has the best the market 
affords, but in keeping. If you give a luncheon 
at a cottage or a chalet, there must be a seeming 
informality in the arrangement and in the bill of 
fare. But this simplicity is frequently the re- 
sult of long study. There is no doubt a vast 
population who live in flats and who give 
luncheons and dinners to one another, a little 
pretentious and a bit out of keeping with their 
surroundings but yet with a certain art which is

Qur manners are not improving unfortu- 
nately. We do not study the graces of the 
eighteenth century so as to match our furniture. 
We are not living up to our blue china. Per- 
haps we are trying to get back to the days of 
Verdant Green and the rough jokes and sports 
of the beginning of the last century.

SUPPLY 


Lthough the demand for hardwood | 
ber is greater than ever before, 
annual cut to-day is a billion feet 

than it was seven years ago. In this time t 
wholesale price of the different classes of hard- 
wood lumber advanced from 25 to 65 per cx 
The cut of oak, which in 1899 was more t! 
half the total cut of hardwoods, has fallen off 26 
per cent. Yellow poplar, which was former 
second in point of output, has fallen off 33 5 
cent. and elm has fallen off one-half. 

The cut of softwoods is over four times t! 
of hardwoods, yet it is doubtful if a shortag 
in the former would cause dismay in so mat 
industries. The cooperage, furniture, and ve- 
hicle industries depend upon hardwood timber, 
and the railroads, telephone and telegraph con 
panies, agricultural implement manufacturer 
and builders use it extensively. 

This leads to the question, Where is the futur 
supply of hardwoods to be found? The cut 
in Ohio and Indiana, which, seven years ago, 
led all other States, has fallen off one-half 
Illinois, Iowa, Kentucky, Michigan, Minn 
sote, Missouri, New Jersey, Texas, West Vir 
have also declined 

The chief centers 
production now lie in the Lake States, t 
lower Mississippi Valley, and the Appalac! 
Mountains. Yet in the Lake States the pr 
ence of hardwoods is an almost certain indi 
tion of rich agricultural land, and when the har 
woods are cut the land is turned permanent 
to agricultural use. In Arkansas, Louisiar 
and Mississippi the production of hardwoods 
clearly at its extreme hight, and in Miss 
and Texas it has already begun to decline. 

The answer to the question, therefore, would 
seem to lie in the Appalachian Mounta 
They contain the largest body of hardwo 
timber left in the United States. On them gr 
the greatest variety of tree species anywhere t 
be found. Protected from fire and reckle 
cutting, they produce the best kinds of tim! 
since their soil and climate combine to ma 
heavy stands and rapid growth. Yet muc! 
the Appalachian forest has been so damag 
in the past that it will be years before it 
again reach a high state of productiven: 
Twenty billion feet of hardwoods would b 
conservative estimate of the annual product 
capacity of the 75,000,000 acres of forest lan 
in the Appalachians if they were rightly manag: 
Until they are we can expect a shortage in har 
wood timber.
